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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to the amendment filed 22 December 2005, In 
which claims 1-4, 6, 7, 9, and 12 were amended. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following infomrialities: "a second filling 
tube section" should be changed to -the second filling tube section- (lines 9-10). 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for falling to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. It is unclear if "a first roof section" and "a second roof section" 
(lines 2, 3) are the same as the first and second roof sections set forth in independent 
claim 1 . If they are the same, then the examiner recommends rephrasing to read "the 
first roof section" and "the second roof section". If they are not the same, then further 
clarification Is needed to understand where these roof sections are located with respect 
to the other roof sections, and support for them must be provided in the originally filed 
specification and drawings. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 6-1 0 are allowed. 

6. None of the prior art of record appears to read on claims 1-5, 1 1 , and 12, as best 
understood by the examiner, and the subject matter of the claim appears to be 
allowable. However, upon applicant's amendment to overcome the rejection and 
objection raised by the examiner and upon the examiner's better understanding of the 
invention, a comparison of the prior art to the claims will again be made. 



Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Brucker et al. disclose an occupant protection device including a 
fill tube and additional flexible fill tube branch lines that enter into various areas of the 
airbag in order to better distribute the inflation gas throughout the inflating airbag and 
inflate the airbag more rapidly. 

8. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
